“There is no division in Chicago where 
the 1 o'clock closing ordinance is en- 
forced so strictly as onthe north side. Of 
course, there are occasional violations. I 
have no doubt one can get whisky in a 
diminutive ‘Chinese’ teacup at Murphy’s 
restaurant, at Clark and Division streets, 
which was mentioned in Tap Trispuns—that 
is, if one ‘stands in.”

6 
The Peabody. men declare that the agree- 
ment will be broken at the critical moment 
and enough McDonald men will swing 
around to seat their man. 

Ot the sixty-six republicans in the joint 
assembly the Peabodyites claim forty-one, 
but forty-seven are necessary to seat Pea- 
body. 

They had thirty-nine members in caucus to- 

night, with two others absent but accounted 
for. 
- The decision of the Supreme court kills the 
agitation in favor of seating McDonald, and 
it is probable that final dieposition of the 
contest will be made tomorrow.

HARLAN RONS OVER LLOYD 


CANDIDATE’S BIG GUNS TOO MUCH 
FOR QUESTIONER. 


Manicipal Ownership Man Interrupts 
Meeting in Lake View to Ask if Re- 
publican Leader Will Abide by Ret- 
erendum—Crowd Cries “Put Him 
Out” but Speaker Stops That-——Most 
Important Query Not Put in the Ex- 
citement—Coming Later. 


William Bross Lloyd stepped into the arena 
last night with John Maynard Harlan, but 
thirty seconds later stepped out, retiring 
under the impact of the Harlan oratorical 
onslaught. Mr. Lloyd requested to be 
“shown” regarding the referendum that 
was voted on last spring. Harlan, under the 
fire of questions, was a veritable buzzsaw. 
He was brought to bay and directed his at- 
tack, hot and heavy, against Mr. Lloyd 
personally. A moment later, however, and 
he had forgiven him. Then he launched out 
to explain his attitude on the referendum, 
leaving his questioner with a query yet un- 
asked. 

That query was: “ Will you abide by the 
referendum to be voted on next month?’

Harlan Speaks in Lake View. 


Mr. Harlan’s speech, in which the Lloyd 
incident occurred, was delivered in Clare- 
mont hall, 1630 North Clark street. The hall 
was packed from the stairway to the stage. 
Before the speaker fdirly had got started, a 
voice came from the audience.

The candidate paused, surprised at the in- 
terruption. ‘‘Ask it,’’ he said.

Says Majority Opposes Plan. 

“TJ appreciate your coming to see me on 
this proposition,’’ Judge Dunne said when the 
ministers were ushered into his presence in 
the inner room and had briefly stated their 
desire to ascertain his views on the Sunday 
closing question, “ but it is a-matter for the 
people rather than any candidate for mayor 
to decide. The people of Chicago, in 1872, if 
I remember correctly, expressed themselves 
in no uncertain way on the question, and al- 
though I respect your convictions, being a 
man of positive convictions myself, I am also 
a firm believer in the referendum. 

“The Sunday closing issue in 1872 was de- 
feated by 80,000 votes. There were then 
around 300,000 people in Chicago, or approx- 
imately 60,000 voters, so evidently not more 
than 000 at that time were in favor of 
Sunday closing. During the twenty-six years 
I have been in Chicago I have seen no evi- 
dence of a change in public opinion. 

“The municipal ownership issue is para- 
mount in this campaign, and I intend to con- 
fine myself to that issue.” 

To show that there was none but friendly 
feeling between them and the candidate, all 
the ministers shook hands with Judge Dunne 
before they left. 


Stewart Would Close Saloons. 

The committee was assured by. Oliver W. 
Stewart, prohibition candidate for mayor, 
whom it also visited, that if he was elected

“It is idle,” said Mr. Stewart, “ to insist 
that a mayor cannot enforce the law. He 
at least can make the effort, and it is little 
less than anarchy for a candidate to an- 
nounce in advance that he does not intend to 
enforce certain laws because he does not be- 
lieve they’ were well advised or that their 
enforcement will displease some one.

Estimates from 60,000 to 110,000. 

“TY estimate that there are 110,000 un- 
registered voters in Chicago,” said Secre- 
tary McConnell of the democratic campaign 
committee, “ mostly democrats.

Mr. McConnell was arranging with the 
precinct captains, who called at headquar-

“Tt is vitally important,” said Judge 
Dunne, “ that all friends of municipal owner-

* morrow. The registration last fall, so far 
as the democrats were concerned, was in- 
complete. The republican vote was fairly 
well listed, while the democrats did not take 
the trouble to see that their names were on 
the list.

Grosvenor Declares Republicans Will 
Nominate Senator for President 
and That Taft Is Out. 


Washington, D. C., March 13.—[{Special ]— 
Representative Grosvenor of Ohio made an 
interesting contribution today to the current 
discussion of presidential candidates. 

‘‘Ohio republicans will present to the na- 
‘tional convention of 1908 the name of Senator 
Joseph B. Foraker,” he said. ‘* William H. 
Taft, secretary of war, will not be a candi- 
date. His ambitions lead in another direc- 
tion.’’ 

Gen. Grosvenor added that it was the ex- 
pectation of Secretary Taft's friends that 
he would be appointed to the United States 
Supreme court before another national con- 
vention was held. 

The announcement is made, although un- 
officially, that in selecting a vice chairman 
of the republican national committee, Post- 
master General Cortelyou will name some 
one who cannot be connected even remotely 
with the several presidential booms that 
already have been launched.

United States today reversed the decision of 
the Circuit Court of Appeals for the Fifth 
circuit im favor of Clyatt, who was charged 
with returning involuntary servitude 
two negroes named Gordon and Ridley. The 
opinion was handed down by Justice Brewer 
and while it upheld the constitutionality of 
the for the punishment of peonage, it 
held that as the record failed to show that 
the negroes had ever before been in custody 
the charge of “ returning ” them could not 
sustained. ; 
" ustice Harlan dissented, saying there was 
evidence tending to make a case within 
the statute. ‘‘The aceused made no ob- 
jection to the submission of the case to the 
jury,” he said, “and it is going far to hold 
in a case like this, disclosing barbarities 
of the worst kind against these negroes, 
that the trial court erred in sending the- 
the jury.”

Many of the democrats in the 
senate are anxious to get away from Wash- 
ington. They say they will not resort to fili- 
bustering tactics to beat the treaty. They 
have, therefore, led Senator Cullom as chair- 
man of the foreigm relations committee, to 
believe that it may be possible to get a vote 
by next Saturday. The democrats seemed 
willing to have an early test of strength be- 
cause they insist that when it comes to a 
showdown in the senate the; can hold all of 
their own votes and get a few republicans, 

If all the democrats vote against it the 
treaty is beaten. In any event, the vote will 
be close. The treaty would have had few 
friends in the senate as it wags submitted by 
the president, but the amendments made 
have met many objections, and others will be 
obviated by still further amendments which 
are likely to be made without opposition, be- 
fore the final vote is reached. 

There already are half a dozen republican 
senators who will not bein their seats. There 
are besides. three- vacancies in the senate 
at the present time, It takes tworepublicans 
to pair against a single democrat, assuming 
that the parties will split on the traty on 
political lines which is more than likely to 
be the case. In any-.event, assuming that all 
the republicans vote together, they must se- 
cure three democratic senators to make the 
necessary two-thirds of those present and 
voting. After next Saturday it will be diffi- 
cuit to hold a quorum of republicans. Count- 
ing their present absentees they have a mar- 
gin of only four over the quorum of their 
own, so that the democrats after a little

Ratification in Doubt. 


It is admitted by administration senators 
that the prospects for ratification are not 
good, tosay theleast. They hope rather than 
expect that the treaty can be put through in 
some shape. Afer they have taken a careful 
count of noses and find that they are beaten 
they then will offer to make any amendment 
suggested on the democratic side on the 
theory that it would be better to ratify the 
treaty in some shape rather than to dis- 
approve of it entirely, which foreign nations 
might take as a slap at the administration. 

With the treaty lingering thus between life 
and death in the senate there seems to be 
more than usual significance in the sudden 
departure from the city of the assistant sec- 
retary of state, who conducted all the pre- 
liminary negotiations with Santo Domingo. 
His absence and the resumption of absolute 
authority by Mr. Hay may have a tendency 
to strengthen the administration in the sen- 
ate, although republican leaders are afraid 
that the opposition to the treaty is inherent 
and is not concerned particularly with the 
persons or policies in the state department.

SHAKEUP IN CANAL FORCE DUE. 


Under Commission Expected 
in a Week. 


Washington, D. C., March 13.—Plans prac- 
tically have been perfected for a complete 
reorganization of the working force of the 
Panama canal commission, involving changes 
from top to bottem, and these probably will 
be announced in the course of a week. 

The changes will be in line with the presi- 
dent’s declared purpose to dispense with 
unnecessary officials of high grade, and to 
confer upon the actual workers upon the 
canal project a much larger measure of au- 
thority than they now enjoy. 

In order to facilitate the execution of the 
project, already mucg of the work connect- 
ed with the commission's doings here has 
been referred to the insular bureau of the 
war department, and it is contemplated to 
transfer to that bureau the entire clerical 
work of the commission here,-as well as 
to provide for a suitable system of audit 
under the direction of the chief of the in- 
sular bureau, patterned on that which 
worked so well in the case of Cuba and 
Porto Rico.

DEATH OF A GREAT HORSE. 


[BOWLERS FINISH 


COMMANDO PERISHES FROM LOCK- 
‘JAW AT CASTLETON FARM. 


‘Blood Poisening Follews the Picking 
Up of a Stone by the Valuable Keene 
Stallion While Being Exercised— 
Only T Years Old, the Oldest of His 
Get Being Eutered for the 2 Year 
Old “Stakes This Year—His Sire, 
Domino, Also Is Dead. : 


Lexington, Ky., March 13.—J. R. Keene's 
Commando, b. h., 7 years old, by Domino, 
out of Emma C., by imp. Darebin, died at 
Castleton stud here today of lockjaw. 
price ever had been put on the stallion, but 
it is said $100,000 would not have been taken 
for him. He picked up a stone while being 
exercised ten days ago. Until 
since which time a veterinary has been in 
constant attendance, the injury was not 
thought to be serious. 
Commando started nine times, was first 
seven and placed twice, witining $58,889. The 
oldest of his get are 2 year olds, which largely 
compose the Keene string this year. 


Severe Loss to Keene. 
The loss of Commando is especially severe 
to J. R. Keene, because the horse's sire, 
Domino, is also dead, having lived to be only 
6 years old. Thus the wealthy New York 
turfman is deprived of the breeding services 
of two of the greatest race horses he has 
owned, or that have heen owned in America, 
each of them having expired soon after his 
retirement from the track. 
Commando did comparatively little racing, 
the preéminent ability which he diaplayed 
doubtless inducing his early retirement to 
the farm, where the chances of injuring him 
would be less, and also because Domino at 
this time was dead, having passed away at 
Castleton stud in July, 1897. 
As a 2 year old, in 1900, Commando started 
six times, winning successively the Zephyr, 
the Great Trial, the Montauk, the Brighton 
Junior, and the Junior Champion stakes, in 
most of which he carried big weight, yet 
usually won with commanding ease in fast 
time. His last start of that year, in the 
Matron stakes, at Morris park, resulted in 
his first defeat, 8. C. Hildreth’s Beau Gal- 
lant coming with a rush in the last sixteenth 
and defeating the Keene star.

Advocates of a Comprehensive Civil 
| Service Measure Want to Beat 
Lindly’s Proposition.

Springfield, Marchi 13.—[Special.]—An 
‘attempt will be made to get public Dill 
218, the comprehensive civil service measure 
for ali state institutions and departments, in 
ahead of the Lindly Cook county measure 
amd have M voted on before that freak bill 
comes up for action. 

House bill 218 was to have been read the 
first time this evening, but owing to a hitch 
in the arrangements this plan fell through. 
It may be read tomorrow, but the men who 
are trying to get action on it by no means 
are certain they can succeed. . 


Trouble Ahead for the Bill. 

The hitch tonight indicated some of the 
obstacles which are in the way of getting any 
sort of action on the bill. All that is wanted, 
even by the friends of civil service in the 
house, is to get 218 to avote If it can have 
a fair chance on roll call that will be all they 
will ask. They do not want it mixed up with 
the absurdities in the Lindly bill, which is 
set for passage on Wednesday. 

. An effort is being made to secure a post- 
‘ponement of action in regard to this bill, but 
the men who framed up the joke are sticking 
ito their original intention to make trouble, 
and the bill looks less like a joke every min- 
ute. Friends of Gov. Deneen believe the 
downstate republicans have put him in a 
hole on this civil service proposition, and 
that they were not justified in doing so. 
Want Convicts to Mine Coal. 

A trouble making amendment is to be in- 
troduced in the house and senate tomorrow, 
and its purpose avowedly is mischievous. 

The coal miners and men interested in coal 
mining legislation have been working for the 
passage of the measure equipping peniten- 
tiaries with printing plants to do printing for 
the political divisions of the state and to get 
out school text books. The trouble makers 
will provide that the convicts shall be em- 
ployed in coal mines, to mine all the coal 
needed in state institutions. 

“The board of prison industries,” says the 
pill, “ shall procure lands where coal mines 
are located in the vicinity or as near as pos- 
sible to state institutions, either by pur- 
chase or by eminent domain, and also shall 
provide places to keep convicts when not at 
work in the vicinity of the mines, and there 
hereby is appropriated $100,000 to defray the 
cost of this amendment, which shall be paid 
out of the state treasury on vouchers of the 
board of prison industries, signed by the 


governor.”

ANTI-TRUST BILL 
BI OW FOR PUBLIC 
Stead’s New Measure to ‘Give 
Victim a Chance to Get 
Double Damages. 


BIG FINES AND PRISON. 


Under Drastic Act a Person Need 
Not Pay for Goods Bought 
from Combine. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, Ill, March 13.—[ Special. ]—At- 
torney General Stead’s new anti-trust bill 
was introduced in the house this evening 
by Representative McKinley, who had pre- 
sented a bill of similar character before. 
This new bill contains the most comprehen- 
sive provisions against trusts which ever 
have been offered for the consideration of 
an IlHnois legislature 

In its definition of what constitutes a trust 
the bill goes further than the anti-trust law 
of 1893, which was declared unconstitutional 
because of the exemptions it attempted to 
make. The new measure includes both in- 
surance companies and underwriters in its 


scope. 
Damages for Trust Victims. 

Another feature of the proposed law is that 
it offers a remedy to the person injured by a 
trust. It provides “that any person who 
shall be injured in business or property by 
any such corporation by reason of anything 
forbidden or declared unlawful by this act 
may sue therefor in the Circuit court of any 
county in the state in which the defendant 
resides, or may be found, and shall recover 
twofold the damages by him sustained and 
the costs of suit. 

“ Any purchaser of any article or com- 
modity from any company or corporation 
transacting business contrary to any provis- 
ion of this act shall not be liable for the price 
or payment of such article, and may plead 
this-act as a defense to any suit for such 
payment without having first in a separate 
suit established the fact that the corporation 
has violated the provisions thereof.”’ 

A sliding scale of fines is provided in the 
bill. For the first offense the corporation is 
liable to pay from $500 to $2,000, for the sec- 
ond from $2,000 to $5,000, for the third from 
$5,000 to $10,000, and for subsequent offense 
$15,000. Officials of the corporation may be 
punished separately by a fine of $500 to $1,000 
and by imprisonment in the county jail not to 
exceed one year. 


: Ready to Pass Revenue Bill. 

To avoid possible trouble from the real 
estate board the house this evening sent 
the Cook county revenue bill to third read- 
ing, and it now is on passage, beyond amend- 
ment. This is.the Lundberg bill, providing 
that the city shall not be scaled below $1.80 
in taxes and the county not Below 65 cents. 
In the bill President Brundage and county 
officials see the possipility of getting rid of 
the county deficit of a half million dollars. 

A public hearing on the revenue bill, which 
goes as an amendment to the park consoli- 
dation bill, will be given on Thursday, and 
the real estate men will be here. It was 
feared that the consideration of this revenue 
measure might. involve the Lundberg bill, 
and President Brundage wanted the Cook 
county members to get it through ‘as soon 
as possible. Few members of the legisila- 
ture were present when the bill was read and 
no amendments were offered, 

Representative Kleeman also secured first 
reading for his bill to require the sanitary 
board to make biennial reports to the legis- 
lature and governor. It had been reported 
out of committee favorably, and by unani- 
mous consent Kleeman had it advanced to 
second reading. 

To Expedite Tax Collecting. 

A bill to expedite tax collecting was intro- 
duced by Representative Hearn and ad- 
vanced without reference. It provides the 
first day of meeting for the boards of re- 
view shall be the third Monday in June 
and the first meeting of the state board of. 
equalization on the first Tuesday after Sept. 
10. The latter board is required to have its 
work finished by the first Monday in Decem- 
ber. The measure is expected to give county 
clerks more time to extend taxes and enable

PLANS BIG ‘GORE COLONY’ 


STATE MAY PROVIDE $100,000 FOR 


TUBERCULOSIS PATIENTS. 


Representative Trautmann Says His 

_ Committee Will Recommend Bill to 
Appropriate Money to Build Pine 
Cottages for Consumptives and Care 
for Imvalids—Abandons Plan to 
Start Homes for Epileptics and Will 
Send Them to Insane Asylums. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.]} 

ld, March 13.—[Special.]—A 
colony of pine shanties or cottages for the 
treatment of tuberculosis is likely to be 
established by the legislature. Representa- 
tive Trautmann, chairman of the appropria- 
tions committee, said tonight that the com- 
mittee is in favor of recommending a bill 
providing for the treatment of the disease 
and making an appropriation to carry out its 
provisions. The reason the physicians who 
have been advocating such a colony will be 
successful, if Trautmann’s prediction proves 
true, Is that the expense of the 
colony will not ‘be large. 

The state board of charities, having con- 
sidered the claims of the consumptives and 


the epileptica, decided in favor of the latter | 


and recommended the establishment of a 
colony for the treatment of epileptics. For

Plan to Appropriate $100,000. 

The appropriations committee decided this 
money should be applied to the Bartonville 
asylum for incurable insane, and the appro- 
priation bill for charitable institutions, which 
is expected to be completed tomorrow, will 
carry an item of $280,000 for a new cottage 
there and $90,000 additional for maintenance 
in the second year. 

Having taken this action, the committee 
was inclined to go back to the tuberculosis 
proposition and give $100,000 for the estab- 
lishment of the colony. The representatives 
have been led to believe this will be sufficient 
to build pine cottages, which the physicians 
have assured them will be satisfactory at the 
state, A separate bill is necessary to provide 
for the state treatment of tuberculosis. 


“We have decided that Bartonville should |_ 


have the additional cottages,’ said Mr. 
Trau n, “ and we cannot give the asylum 
an extra appropriation and then make an 
appropriation for epileptics. Legislation for 
the latter will have to come some day. We 
believe, however, that the amount necessary 
‘to start the tuberculosis colony can be fur- 
mished. Epilepics, such’as need state treat- 
ment, already have been given some sort of 
care in insane asylums. This is not the prop- 


er place for them, butit is better than none.” |

FLOOD CARRIES OFF BRIDGE; 
FIFTEEN PERSONS IN RIVER. 


Two Men Believed to Have Drowned in 
Los Angeles, Cal., and Woman Prob- 
ably Is Fatally Hurt. 


Los Angeles, Cal., March 13.—[Special.]—

MAY WITHDRAW ALL FIRE RISKS. 


National Underwriters, Displeased with 
Arkansas Law, Threaten to Cancel 
Policies in State. 


New York, March 13.—The national board 
of fire underwriters, at a special meeting 
today, resolved to recommend the with- 
drawal of all fire insurance business in Ar- 
kansas. This was because of the proposed 
enforcement of the anti-compact law by the 
Arkansas legislature. 

The bill becomes operative on March 23. 
and if not repealed by that date all policies 
will be canceled. 

The new law to which the insurance com- 
panies object is an anti-trust measure, which 
is designed to prevent, among other things, 
agreement of uniform rates of fire insurance 
by companies in Arkansas. The companies feel 
it will seriously damage their business. This 
action is advisory rather than binding, but 
the board expects that companies represent- 
ed will adopt the measure. The companies 
can withdraw their policies at any time. 


Underwriters’ Action Expected. . 
Little Rock, Ark., March 13.—[Special.]— 
The action of the national board of under- 
writers in deciding to withdraw all old line 
insurance companies from the state on March 
23, the date the King anti-trust law will go 
into effect, did not cause surprise here. 

An effort was made in the legislature today 
to repeal the insurance feature of the act, 
but the proposition was rejected by the sen- 
ate. Gov. Davis, who has been elected three 


times on that issue, stated that he would 


veto the repeal bill if it were passed. 

Mardships unquestionably will follow the 
withdrawal of the companies. Several loan 
companies already have notified borrowers 
they will cancel all loans when the com- 
panies withdraw. 


FORMER CHICAGO MAN IS DEAD. 


Howbert Billman, Managing Editor of 
‘Minneapolis Times, Is a Victim 
of Bright’s Disease. 


Howbert Billman, formerly a newspaper 
man of Chicago, died yesterday in Minne- 
aplis, Minn., following an acute attack of 
Bright’s disease. At the time of his death 
Mr. Billman was the managing editor of the 
Minneapolis Times. He is survived by a 
widow, who is a sister of Harry G. Sommers, 
formerly of Chicago, now manager of the 
Knickerbocker theater of New York. 

Mr. Billman was for some time a member 
of the reportorial staff of THE TRIBUNE. 
He was the dramatic editor of the Chicago 
Record until the consolidation of that paper 
with the Times-Herald. He was a corre- 
spondent during the Spanish-American war 
in Cuba, being in the Guantanamo campaign.

The old archduchess, who is a sister of the 
grand duke of Tuscany, father of the ex- 
crown princess, had, like many others, felt 
profoundly sorry for her unfortunate niece, 
taking the ground that she had not been 
responsible for her actions, owing to the 
condition of her health, at the time when she 
fled to Geneva. So last year the archduchess, 
having obtained the consent of Emperor 
Francis Joseph, took charge of the ex-crown 
princess and of the latter’s little girl, and left 
with her for Florence, where everything 
seemed tending towards at any rate a partial 
reconciliation and rehabilitation of the

Italy in her behalf, and it is on this account, 
among others, that the king of Italy has de- 
clined to Interfere in the matter, declaring 
that the princess, as long as she remains on 
Italian soll, can be deprived of her child only 
by virtue of a decree of the Italian tribunals. 
For the present the Italian courts would be 
unlikely to give any such decree against her. 
But it is to be feared that her abandonment 
by her family, who seem to have cut com- 
pletely adrift from her, and the strain on 
the nerves due to the constant fear of losing 
the child, will completely wreck omce more 
the princess’ reason and lead her to commit 
such foolish extravagances that the ItaMan 
courts will have no'alternative but to pro- 
nounce her | ne, or at any rate unfit to re- 
tain the guardianship of the child. In fact, 
just at present there is but little hope of 
the scandal being quieted do On the 
contrary, there is every p of its be- 
coming more acute before being finally 
brought to a more or less tragic close. 


Meanwhile King George’s brother, Prince 
Maximilian of Saxony, who is a Roman 
Catholic priest and professor of theology at 
the famous Roman Catholic university of 
Friburg in Switzerland, is at Rome, and al- 
most daily at the vatican. Although he is 
closely related to King Victor Bmmanuel, 
whose grandmother, the old duchess of Ge- 
noa, is a sister of the late King George of 
Saxony, he has not called upon his cousins at 
the quirinal nor given any sign of life there. 
He is understood to be at Rome for the pur- 
pose of invoking the intervention of the 
pope in the scandal by annulling the mar- 
riage which still exists between the ex- 
crown princess and King Frederick Augustua 
of Saxony, in the eyes of the Roman Catholic 
church, which does not recognize their di- 
vorce. But it is difficult to see on what 
canonical grounds the vatican can possibly 
decree the dissolution of the marriage, no 
matter how anxious it might be to comply 
with the wishes of Prince Maximilian of Sax- 
ony, and it is doubtful whether the pope will 
see his way to do anything whatsoever in 
the matter. 

The prince, by the bye, entered holy orders 
as the result, it is said, of an unfortunate af- 
faire de ceeur, having up to that time 
been a brilliant cavalry officer. He has per- 
sistently declined all ecclesiastical honors— 
bishoprics, archbishoprics, and even the hat 
of a cardinal having been already offered 
to him, He spent the first two years of his 
‘ministry doing missionary work in the 
Whitechapel slums of London. Afterwards, 


| for a short time, he acted as mere curate 


of a church at Nuremburg, and thén, find- 
ing that he could not escape in Germany the 
honors due to his rank as a prince of the 
blood, sought and obtained the professdr- 
ship of theology at Friburg, in the Swiss re- 
public, where his royalty goes for nothing. 


The medical men and specialists designated 
by the French tribunals ani the’ court of 
Vienna to getermine the question of the 
sanity of Princess Louise of Coburg, eldest 
daughter of the king of the Belgians, have 
now completed their work, and have come 
to the conclusion that while the princess is 
inclined to prodigality, and easily influenced, 
yet she is, on the whole, capable of man- 
aging her own affairs, and certainly not in 
such a condition of mind as would warrant 
any interference with her entire freedom. 
In fact, the alienists, by whose verdict the 
prineess, her husband, and the court at 
Vienna have agreed to abide, declare that 
the princess is entitled to her liberty, and 
that her detention for so many years in an 
insane asylum at Dresden has been unjus- 
tified. The verdict will be officially pro- 
claimed after it has been submitted by the 
Austrian ambassador at Paris to the court 
at Vienna. | 

Princess Louise of Coburg is at the present 
moment still living at the Hotel Westminster 
on the- Rue de la Paix at Paris with two 
companions at the rate of $60 a day, which 
rate if continued long enough ‘7ill soon ex- 
ceed the allowance of $15,000 a year, which 
her husband, Philip of Coburg, contributed 
to her support while she was in the insane 
asylum, and which he has beem obliged by 
Emperor Francis Joseph to continue to this 
day. As soon as her future is definitely de- 
cided, after the official publication of the 
diagnosis of the examining physicians, pro- 
nouncing her to be in possession of her rea- 
son, she will take an apartment in some less 
expensive quarter of the French metropolis, 
which she will make her headquarters, spend-. 
ing her winters in the south of France. 

While she does not forget that she is a 
royal princess and the daughter of a reigning 
sovereign, yet she has profited by her bitter 
experiences of the past and declining all 
offers of credit on the part of the fashionable 
couturiers, who are aware that at her father’s 
death she will be entitled by law to a part of 
his colossal fortune, this woman who former- 
ly thought nothing of spending $20,000 and 
$30,000 for a single dress, now gete ber frocks 
from the Louvre, just like a- 7 little Parisian 
or provincial bourgeoise. It is probable that 
her father may add to the allowance which 
she is now receiving. For he cannot but ap- 
preciate her conduct in absolutely declining 
to join her sister Stephanie in the latter's 
recent unsuccessful lawsuit against him for 
the possession of their mother’sfortune. In- 
deed, the relations between the two sisters 
are, to say the least, strained, and Louise 
neither forgives nor forgets the fact that 
during all the time that she was locked up 
as insane, Stephanie, although she knew her 
to be in her right mind, never made any at- 
tempt to see her or manifested the slightest 
sympathy or interest in her fate.

MODERN ADVERTISING. 
An Important Book on the Subject by E. 
E. Calkins and Ralph Holden. 

The great importance of advertising in the 
modern world of commerce is justification 
enough for D. Appleton & Co. to publish 
** MODERN ADVERTISING.” by Ernest B. 
Calkins and Ralph Molden, a work which 
is both fascinating and valuable. It does 
not go into the psychology of advertising 
nor does it dilate upon the importance of 
suggestion. It confines itself to the prac- 
tical methods of successful advertisers and 
it reveals facts which are astonishing. 

After attempting a definition of advertis- 
ing and giving a brief history of it, the au- 
thors pass on to “ The Channels of Trade,” 
which is one of the best chapters in the book. 
The actual exploitation of certain well known 
articles is described and the revelations are 
astonishing. The cleverness and ingenuity 
of the promoters and advertising men in 
some of these great successes is remarkable. 
A special chapter is devoted to magazines 
and newspapers, another to wall advertising. 
and a fine and instructive section is given to 
the general advertiser. - 

The work and functions of the advertising 
manager and of the general advertising 
agency are adequately described and then 
retail and mail order advertising are ex- 
piained. ‘*The Mathematics of Advertis- 
ing,” “Styles of Advertising,” and ‘ Me- 
chanical Detatfis”’ are the concluding chap- 
ters. There are a great many illustrations, 
some of them reproducing advertisements 
described in the text as particularly suc- 
cessful along certain lines. 

Stories and anecdotes of the experience of 
well known concerns in experimenting with 
different styles of publicity are told and no 
one interested in this important phase of 
modern commercial life wiil find a dull page

COCKPIT OF EUROPE. 
A Work on the “ Balkan Question,” Ed- 
ited by Luigi Villari. 

What may be called a work of expert opin- 
ion is “ THE BALKAN QUESTION,” ed- 
ited by Luigi Villari (EB. P. Dutton & Co., 
New York). This much vexed question, 
which has been a topic of international dis- 
pute in Europe for a half of a century and 
is still a sore spot of continental diplomacy, 
is here discussed from many standpoints. 

James Bryce, M. P., supplies the intro- 
duction, Edwin Pears describes the Turkish 
government, and James D. Bourchier writes 
of the Balkan states’ attitude towards the 
Macedonian question. Victoria Buxton 
writes a history of Turkish reformers since 
the treaty of Berlin, and Mr. Villari has a 
chapter on the races, religions, and propa- 
gandas of the Balkans. Dr. Tatarcheff has 
a stirring chapter on Turkish misrule in 
Macedonia, and Frederick Moore writes on 
the Muatédonian committees and the insur- 
rection. Valentine Chirol tells of the atti- 
tude of the powers, while M. Bérard depicts 
the attitude of France, and an Italian depu- 
ty explains the policy of Italy. E. Hilton 
Young gives a suggested scheme of reforms, 
and Arthur Pongonby concludes with a 
chapter on the execution of reforms and a 
plea for a British policy.

MY POOR RELATION, 
New Book of Short Stories of Dutch Peas- 
ants by Maartens. 

“MY POOR RELATIONS ” ts the title 
which Maarten Maartens gives to a volume 
of short stories about the Dutch peasant 
class. Like many Dutch pictures, they are 
painted in low tones, drabs, and grays, with 
little of love or happiness to relieve them. 
There is the devotion of a mother or a lover 
occasionally, which rises almost to heroism, 
but for the most part the characters seem 
incapable of anything but ignoble thoughts 
and acts. Selfishness, cruelty, and cupidity 
rule their natures. 

Mr. Maartens has long since proved him- 
self an artist. He understands his people, 
high and low, and their springs of action and 
thought he knows thoroughly. In this 
sheaf of stories he rings many ehanges, and 
he shadows forth some characters of great 
strength, but they nearly all are of the class 
mentioned, and sordidness, squalor, and 
crime pervade most of the tales.

INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON. ‘CHANGE. | 


“ Wheat looks fine tn Missouri, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Indiana, and Illinois,” said Louis 
Friedman, who is just back from a few 
months in the south. “If the country gets 
plenty of rain we will raise the biggest win- 
ter wheat crop ever harvested. If the May 
deal is carried through there will be lots 
of trouble. With the precedent of the court 
decision in the July oats cases shorts will 
never settle at exorbitant premiums over 
cash prices.””’ Nebraska farmers and dealers 
seem to be uncertain whether they will raise 
wheat or Hessian flies principally this sea- 
son. Two dealers who were on the floor yes- 
terday declared the entire state was infected 
with fly, and while the plant looked fine on 
the surface, larve are found on the roots 
in nearly all fields when the plants are pulled 
up. A message from Kansas City reported 
similar advices and some samples from Ne- 
braska. Indiana joined in the clamor over 
Hessian fly, an Indianapolis message report- 
ing the plant does not look as wellas when it 
came out from-uwnder the snow, the fields 
showing Hessian fly larve quite prevalent. 
Railroad officials are usually bears on crop 
prospects, but the freight traffic manager of 
an eastern road who went to Kansas over the 
Rock Island and came back by the Santa Fé 
declared the crop looked bad. This witness 
is in a small minority, however, nearly all 
advices from the southwest declaring that so 
far as surface appearances go the crop ap- 
pears to be in splendid condition. A gentle- 
man who toured St. Louis county, Missouri, 
in an automobile on Sunday declared the 
crop never looked better. 

The report of the department of agriculture 
reporters by states indicates the average 
weight of last wheat crop ranges from 50 Ibs 
in South Dakota, 51 in Minnesota, and 52 in 
North Dakota and Iowa to 60 lbs in Maine, 
Delaware, Idaho, and Washington, 61 in 
Montana and Wyoming, and 62 in Arizona, 
most of the states of good weight being states 
of light yields. This may account for the 
fact that the average weight for the entire 
country of 55.5 lbs is only 1.9 lb less than 
for the previous year, when the average was 
57.4 lbs. The general disposition in the trade 
had been to estimate a larger falling off in 
weight. The weight, however, is the light- 
est in eighteen years, the nearest approach 
to it an average weight of 56.6 Ibs in 1899. 
The figures suggest a falling off of about 
16,000,000 bu in weight, compared with last 
year’s crop, according to Statistician B, 
Frank Howard, the 477,000,000 bu of the crop 
available for commercial uses, above seed re- 
quirements, is equal to 461,000,000-bu of the 
crop of 1908 in weight.

Give Spare Room to Working Boy. | 

“Persons with means,” she said, “ could 
do no more good than to give their spare 
room to some boy who has to earn his living. 
Find some worthy working youngster and 
give him a bed in your house and a breakfast 
in the morning. Save him from the 10 cent 
lodging house and its contaminating influ- 
encea. The working boys and girls who have 
to go out into the world to earn a livelihood 
feel the lack of a home more than anything 
else. The cheap lodging house or the saloon 
are the only places open to them. In these 
places they meet demoralizing influences. 

Every woman should become personally 
interested in some one child in an inetitu- 
tion. Suppose you go out to Glenwood and 
meet a little boy named John, we'}i say. ‘The 
next time you go out there speak to John 
by name. Let him see that you have remem- 
bered him. Ask him to write to you and you 
write to him. When he comés out of tise 
institution get your husband to interest him- 
self in John. Get a position for him. Invite 
him to a meal at your house. Take a peér- 
sonai interest.in him. A little individual at+ 
tention to on@ boy will do more good than 
all the committees that ever went to Gilen- 
wood and reported how the boys marehed 
into dinner ever have done. Do something 
practical.” 

Talk of “Outlook for the Child.” 


The subject discussed by the speakers was 


“ The Outlook for the Child in America.” — 

Mrs. Leslie Lewis, representing the Chi- 
cago Woman’s club, urged that children 
should not be blamed for many of their trans- 
gressions when bad examples are set them by 
their elders. 

“ When a well dressed woman residing In 
one of the best residential sections of the city 
will go into a side yard and pick off a stalk of 
lilies and carry them away without having 
secured permission from the owner it is no 
wonder,” she egaid, “that children do not 
hesitate to pluck flowers in private gardens 
or steal iilacs to take to school for study.”
